Lawyer Identified with Bur- 
dick Murder in Buffalo 
Goes to His Death in

Was IT CASE OF SUICIDE? 


Takes His Wife for a Ride;

Buffalo, N. T., March 10.[Spectal.}—Ar- 
thur R. Pennell, the co-respondent in the di- 
yorce suit brought against his wife by Ed- 
win L. Burdick, who was murdered on the 
night of ‘Thursday, Feb. 26, and one of the 
friends of the dead man, at whom the finger 
of police and public suspicion was pointed 
was instantly killed tonight while out riding 
in his automobile. Mrs. Pennell, who accom- 
panied him, was dangerously hurt. She is 
unconscious at the Sisters hospital, and her 
death is expected at any moment. | 


Think It May Be Suicide. | 

Opinion is divided as to whether the acct- 
dent was unavoidable or the culmination of 
a deliberate plan on the part of * 9 
kill himself and his wife.

i was Isabella H. Horton, the 16 year old 
eVangelist, unlettered and childish of man- 
ner, yet inspired with the desire to preach 
redemption to her race. Her appearance 
last night, following her remarkable evan 
gelistic work in New York and in the south, 
was the first of a series of revivals which 
she will conduct in Chicago. . 


Al Classes of Negroes. 

The gathering was made up of al} classes 
of the city’s negro population. There were 
representatives of the well to do business 
class among them, many who have held pub- 
lic office in Cook county; there were waiters, 
and porters, and bootblacks; there were 
ragged wanderers from the Polk street 
pavements. But the remarkable feature of 
the gathering was the number of real south- 
ern mammies in bonnet and shaw] and

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QUIGLEY BEGINS 
CHICAGO DUTIES, 
New Prelate’s First Official 
Act Is to Appoint Bishop 
P. J. Muldoon His 
-Vicar General. 


CEREMONIES FILL “DAY. 


Laity Greet the Archbishop at 
Laporte and Elaborate Serv- 
ices Are Held in Cathe- 


dralat Night = 


With a prayer for guidance and a deciara- 
tion of his confidence in the loyalty of priests 
and people of his pastorate, the Most Rev. 
James Edward Quigley last evening assumed 
his duties as the Roman Catholic archbishop 
of Chicago. 

His first official announcement was the ap: 
pointment as his vicar general of Bishop 
Peter J. Muldoon, who has been administra- 
tor of the archdiocese since the death of 
Archbishop Feehan. | 

The announcement was made at the close 
of the archbishop’s initial address, delivered 
before a gathering of clergy and laity of 
the ‘church that taxed the capacity of the 
Holy Name cathedral, and is looked on as 
a vindication of Bishop Muldoon from at- 
tacks made on him months ago by un- 
friendly elements among the diocesan priest- 
hood. The appointment is taken also to 
indicate that the former diocesan cabinet 
will be in the main retained. The archbishop, 
however, declared that not until he has been 
here for some time he will make any further 
appointments, 


Archbishop’s First Formal Sermon. 

In his address, which was partly an an- 
Swer to addresses of welcome and partly a 
pronunclamento of the policy he will pursue 
in the administration of the episcopal see, 
Archbishop Quigley declared that there were 
great questions of society and faith now 
being worked out, and that the chuch must 
and will do its part toward their solution. 
One of these questions he touched on briefty 
when he pleaded for a brightening of the lot 
of the laboring men and women, who, he 
declared, go to their work, return home to 
sleep that they may be refreshed to go to 
their work again, like dumb beasts from your 
to year. ” 

It was the duty of the church, he declared, 
to raise these people, to comfort them, and 
give them fuller measure of happiness, 
Taken in connection with the prelate’s well 
known opposition to socialism as a foe of 
the interests of labor, these remarks were 
held to be with significance. | 

The prelaté’s address was made brief be- 
cause of the many other events which the 
Roman Catholics of Chicago had crowded 
into the day given over to the welcome of 
their new spiritual leader. The ey g 
services, with their brilliancy of lights, sol- 
emn music, ceremonial pomp, and vast 
crowd, closed the exercises, which com- 
menced in a dingy waiting room in Laporte, 
Ind., where over 400 representatives of the 
laity had gone to greet the archbishop and 
to speed his cOming. In both occasions Arch- 
bishop Quigley declared he saw assurances 
of loyalty and love which drove from him any 
anxiety as to his future in Chicago. ~ 


Is Touched by His Welcome. 

When I looked into the faces of the men 
who gathered around me in the gloom 
‘of the depot waiting room and heard 
their assurances of fealty to me,“ declared 
the archbishop, during the course of his even- 
ing address, any fear that I may have felt 
for my future among you rolledaway. And 
here, in this magnificent temple of God, I see 
you again, and hear again your promises of 
love and obedience. I know that the future 
holds great blessings for us all. 

My work in the diocese of Buffalo has not 
made me forgetful of the great work that 
lies before me here. The burden will be 

great, but there will be many shoulders to 
bear it. I know that I shall not have to bear 
italone. Let us work together with wisdom, 
with grace, with prudence, with justice, and 
with charity, and my mission will not be 
unsuccessful. I ask you clergy, and you the 
laity of the church, to codperate with me, to 
work with me, and above all, until I shall 
have had time to reveal myself to you, to be 
patient with me. 

Will Be a Ruler in Fact. 

I believe that God has chosen me for the 
archiepiscopal career which I commence this 
evening, because he has a mission for me 
and a mission for you through me. Upon me 
the reeponsibility and the burden will fall, 
and I must follow the ways that seem best 
to me. I shall seek the counsel of others, 
and in the multitude of counsel may find the 
right, but I must decide for myself. What- 
ever I shall do, I shall do in justice and in 
charity. Having done it I will be ready to 
bear the consequences, if I shall have made a 
mistake. 

‘*You have promised me your reverence 
and your obedience. I hope I shall have 
your love also. When reverence and obedi- 
ence and love are combined they are the. 
power of God himself. 

“These are the days which try the souls 
of men. Great questions of faith, great ques- 
tions of society are being worked out. The 
opportunities for God's church are incal- 
culable and her obligations unmeasurablie.

With the opening guns fired in the house to- 


‘day the big battle for a state civil service 
law is on in earnest, and from now on until 
final action there will be retrent 
side. 

Lively debate and some unusually plain 
talking marked the opening discussion of the 
proposed jaw inthe house. The measure took 
up the entire session, and the result of the 
day's work was three amendments to the | 


Once Near to Destruction. 

The bill was near what would prove prac- 
tical destruction once today when an amend- 
ment was adopted placing in preferred 
Classes all veterans of the Spanish-American 
war. This action was rescinded later as the 
result of a stirring appeal by former Speaker 
Lawrence . Sherman, who talked straight | 
from the shoulder and warned the ftepub- 
licans that the time was coming when the 
people of the state would not stand for 
“slush”"’ funds and other methods which 
have prevailed in the pubic service. 

Mr. Sherman explained that he was the 
friend of the veteran, but that to place the 
9,000 young men of IIlinois who enlisted for 
the recent war, and all others who might 
come into the state, ahead of every other 
provision of the bill practically would nul- 
lify the whole action. The preference amend- 
ment was tabled. 


4 Nohe Candid in Opposition. 
Equally outspoken was Augustus Nohe, | 
who said he was opposed not only to the pro- 
posed law but to any civil service law and to 
civil service in any form. An amendment 
he offered exempting from the law among 
others the park employés in Chicago he ad- 
mitted was intended to nullify in part the law 
should it win.

I signply 
refer to the infamous system so well known; 
I refer to the 5 per cent slush fund; to offices 
bartered for place, to the prostitution of 
party loyalty and personal principle, to gov- 
ernmental results. I speak of these results 
as a relic of barbarism and a damnable dis- 
grace to the state of Illinois, and a shame- 
less stigma to the republican party of this 
state. 

I don’t care whether you are angry with 
me or not. It is of no concern to me what 
you do upon that question. But, as for me, I 
am here to raise my voice in protest upon 
that subject, and by no act of mine shall it 
longer endure. 

I point to the man upon the pay roll, with 
a wife and children, the man who draws a 
salary only enough to keep him in comfort, 
and sometimes hardly that, where his wife 
and children are concerned. These men 
even though some of them are veterans of 
the civil war, some of them veterans of the 
Spanish war, these veterans ought not to be 
used as instruments to beat down the means 
of support of others by any 5 per cent as- 
sessment, that is illegal in its levying and 
da mnable in its action. 

I have no apologies to make, and I ask 
for a civil service law that will be real and 
that will be sincere.”’ | |

For the first offenge there is a fine not ex- 
ceeding $2,000; for the second offense not ex- 
ceeding $5,000, and for the third offense im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary not more than 
five years.

It is more than likely that Secretary Shaw 
will make some definite arrangement for the 
purchase by the government of bills of ex- 
change with which to meet the payments on 
account of the Panama canal. Insuch event 
an arrangement could be made by means of 
which the government could buy bills for 
future payment, putting the money into 
Wall street now and not calling upon the 
national banks to reduce their line of gov- 
ernment deposits. | 

Such a move would ease the market in- 
stead of tightening it, and, although the 
working balance in the treasury might be 
reducéd materially, there would be no danger 
in that fact, owing first to a constantly de- 
veloping surplus of receipts over expendi-

Conferences were held today by a number 
of democratic senators, in which Senator 
Gorman himself participated, regarding 
their position on the Panama canal treaty.

NEW HAMPSHIRE ELECTION. 


CHOLERA FEARED ON SHIP: 
ALL ON BOARD ARE HELD. 


Amendment to Constitution Giving | six Strange Deaths on Liner Karama- 


Equal Rights to Females Defeated— 
Trust Control Is Favored. | 


Manchester, N. H., March 10.—[Special.J— 


Returns at midnight from more than one- 


half the 234 cities and towns in the state 
indicate that the woman’s suffrage amend- 
ment to the constitution has been defeated 
by a vate of three to one. All the cities and 
large towns have voted against the prop- 
osition, and, while a few of the smaller 
towns have voted for it, on the whole the 
state has given its.emphatic disapproval of 
the proposition. 

It is anticipated the total vote of the state 
will approximate 85,000, or about 40 per 
cent of the vote which is usually cast ata 
presidential election. 

The amendment reduging the representa- 
tion in the house of representatives was 
adopted. 

The returns indicate that the amendments 
favoring an educational test in order to 
vote, requiring captains and subalterns in 
the militia before their appointment to be 
examined and found duly qualified, requir- 
ing the election of the commissary genera! 
by the legislature, and granting to the leg- 
islature power to enact laws for the sup- 
pression of trusts have passed, and in most 
instances by a substantial majority. 

The result of the vote on the amendment 
empowering the legislature to impose taxes 
not only upon polls and estates but also 
upon other classes of property, including 
franchises and property when passing by 
will or inheritance, are in doubt. The indi- 
cations are that returns from the entire state 
will be necessary before the result on the 
proposition can be accurately forecasted.

After days of determined wire pulling and 
almost unprecedented political lobbying ou 
the steps of the Circuit Court bench, Henry 
G. Foreman; president of the county board,

park commissioner.. 

The unrelenting opposition directed against

F. Dunne, and political tongues were busy 
last night ascribing political threats and in- 
terference as the cause for his action. 
Dunne Hints at a Sensation. 

Judge Dunne’ personally ‘denied that any 
get of politicians had had any infwence in 
@etermining his course of action. He did in- 
timate that he holds information which yet 
may produce an explosion in the ranks of the 
judges themselves. 

I had good reasons for taking the course I 
did," said Judge Dunne. They are sensa- 
tional and I will not discuss them now. The 


I took my step be-» 


cause of information which reached me

Gives Ideas on Traction.

He 
was unusually well liked, and though the 
Burdick murder brought a cloud of scandal 
down upon him most of his friends stuck to 
him. 

Pennell was of Vermont stock. He came to 
Buffalo some years ago and on embarking 
into law became a partner of Thomas Pen- 
ney. When the latter was elected district at- 
torney the partnership was severed, and 
when Mr. Penney was engaged by the street 
railway company Mr. Pennell continued his 
individual practice at his old offices in Frank- 
lin street. 

Pennell was a man of luxurious habits. 
His home in Cleveland avenue was furnished 
sumptuously. When his wife, about a year 
ago, received an inheritance of $165,000 he 
lived as well as it was possible. Side trips 
to New York, Atlantic City, and other east- 
ern points were of constant occurrence, 


Life Insurance Is $200,000, 

That Pennell was a believer in life insur- 
ance is attested by the number of policies 
he held in different companies. In an inter- 
view shortly after the Burdick murder Mr. 
Pennell had refusei to discuss a published 
report that he had taken cut a large amount 
of life insurance during the last year. That 
is purely a personal affair,“ he is said to have 
replied. 

The truth of the matter is that most of 
the $200,000 insurance Pennell is said to have 
carried was placed during the last five years. 
The insurance, nearly all on the two plans 
known as twenty payment life insurance and 
ordinary life insurance, provides for a cash 
settlement at the end of twenty years. 


First Meets His Wife at Yale. 

New Haven, Conn., March 10.—[Special.]— 
Arthur R. Pennell graduated from Yale in 
the class of 1887 and from the Yale law 
school two years later. While at Yale he 
was put down as a fairly bright student.

TO PRESENT BOXING BILL TODAY 


Text of Representative Deady’s Meas- 
ure Legalizing Six Round Bouts 
in IlHnois. 


Springfield, III., March 10.—Representative 
Deady will introduce in the house tomorrow 
his bill to so amend the law against prize 
fighting and boxing as to permit six round 

contests. 

As amended by the bill, the law will read 
as 

Whoever instigates, carries on, promotes, or en- 
gages in as a witness any sparring or boxing ex- 
hibition shall be fined not exceeding $500 or con- 
fined in the county jail not exceeding six months. 
Provided, that the provisions of this section shal! 
not apply to sparring or boxing exhibitions given 
by duly incorporated clubs, incorporated under and 

virtue of the laws of the state of INinois, which 
such said sparring or boxing exhibitions shall in 
no case be for a ion duration than six rounds 
of three minutes each, between contestants who 
shall each be over 18 years of age, and who shall 
be examined by competent physicians and pro- 
nounced physically fit to engage in such exhibi- 
tion previous to engaging in the same; and, pro- 
vided further, that said club shall, previously to. 
giving of said sparring or boxing exhibition, notify 
the mayor or president of the board of trustees of 
the municipality in which said exhibition is to 
take place of the intention of said club to give 
said exhibition or exhibitions, and the said mayor 
or president of the board of trustees may use his 
discretion in granting a permit to allow such 
or boxing exhibition or exhibitions.

DASH FOR LIBERTY FAILS, 


ALLEGED SLAYER ESCAPES BUL- 
‘LETS, BUT IS RUN DOWN. 


* 
Philip Bailey, Half Clad and Without 
Shoes, Caught After Exciting Chase 


and Is One of Six Who Are Being : 


Held in Connection with the Death 

of W. B. Tracy, Who Was Slugged 
in State Street Saloon—Fwo Women 
Are Detained. - 


A flight of three blocks, during which a 
half clad man was the target for a dozen bul- 
lets, ended in Grand boulevard last even- 


ing when Philip Bailey, the fugitive, fell to. 


the ground from exhaustion and was cap- 
tured by Detectives McNamara and Kane, 
his pursuers. | 

Bailey is charged with being a party to 
the murder of William B. Tracy, 24 years 
old, who lived with his mother at 1582 West 


Monroe street. Tracy, who was an employ6é“ 


of the S. S. White Dental company, died yes- 
terday noon from injuries which he sus- 
tained on Monday night during a fightin the 
saloon of Frank Kantzler, at 2101 State 
street. The quarrel that preceded the fight 
‘was over a woman. 
Bailey and John Gilhooley are said to have 
made the attack, which ended when Tracy 
was left stretched out on the floor suffering 
from concussion of the brain. When his re- 
covery was despaired of the police arrested 
Gilhooley, but Bailey was not so easy to find. 


Smashes Window end Flees. 
Late in the afternoon it was learned that 


Bailey and Gilhooley, with two young wom- 
en, who were known as their wives, had 
been living in a flat at 4526 Indiana avenue, 


and at the head of eight detectives ry Ma 
Backus started from the Fiftieth street s 
tion to investigate. 

After stationing his men on guard Lieut, 
‘Backus knocked on the door of the flat and 
the woman Known as Mrs. Phil Batley 
opened the door. At first she denied that 

Bailey, was at home. 

The Heutenant pushed the woman to one 
side and started into the room, when a crash 
of falling glass was heard. Backus drew his 
revolver and rushed ahead, only to find the 
window frame devoid of sash and glass and 
to see Bailey running toward the street with 
Detectives McNamara and Kane in pursuit, 
Backus remained in charge of the four per- 
sons who had not attempted to escape, and 
shouted encouragemert to the detectives 
who were pursuing Bailey. 

Bailey apparently had been in bed when the 
police appeared, as when he leaped through 
the window he was in scant attire and ‘with- 
out shoes. He ran into the middle of the 
etreet and started east in Forty-fifth street, 
with the detectives pursuing on opposite sides 
of the street, firing as they ran. 

At Grand boulevard the detectives had not 


closed the gap fifty yards, and it seemed 


that the race wal to be a test of endurance. 
Here the detectives began firing again, and no 
more had the revolvers flashed than Bailey 
fell headlong in the street, rolling over and 
over. Undnjured, but thoroughly exhausted 
by his long run, he did not offer further re- 
sistance and was taken back to the house 
from which the race began. 


Allin House Arrested. 

All in the house were arrested. Besides 
Mrs. Bailey the prisoners are William Gil- 
hooley, a younger brother of the man ar- 
rested earlier in the day, Maude Leone 
Adams, said to be Gilhooley’s sweetheart, 
and Bert Kantzler, brother of the proprietor 
of the saloon where Tracy was slugged. 
Kantzier told the police he had merely called 
to inform Bailey of Tracy’s death. 

Bailey, Gilhooley, and the women had lived 
in the flat building for six weeks. The apart- 
ment was expensively furnished. 

“When searched at the police station a gold 
watch, a pearl handled revolver, and $40 
were found in Bailey’s possession. Accord- 
ing to the police, Bailey was once arrested in 
connection with a $10,000 bank robbery in 


Boston, and has served time in-the Massa- 


chusetts penitentiary. 
Bailey said he could remember the saloon 


fight only in a vague way, but admitted that 
he struck at somebody with his revolver. 
“I don't believe it was Tracy that I struck, 
though,“ he said. In fact, I am sure it 
wasn't Tracy.“ 
The saloon in which Tracy was slugged 
is an all night resort. It was open as usual 
last night and the police said they had not 
been ordered to close it. Both Mayor Har- 
rison and Chief O'Neill asserted they had 
received no “ official notification’ of the 


attack on Tracy.

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GROWING WORSE. 


Threatens Two Big Rail- 
road Bridges. 
OHIO IS RISING. 
Many Towns Under Water Along 
Stream—Armed Men Guard 
Mississippi Levees,

From all flood districts come reports that 
the situation rapidly is growing worse, and 
serious alarm is felt. The loss is growing 
hourly, and many pointe declare a rise of a 
few more inches will mean great disaster. 

In Nebraska the Missouri and Platte are 
on the rampage, and a gorge formed at 
Plattsmouth threatens to carry out the rail- 
way bridges. ; 

Along the Ohio many towns are under 
water, and people to flee from their 
homes. | 

Every effort is being made to save the 
levees along the Mississippi, and armed 
guards patrol them. Steamboat captains 
have been told to run slowly, as people 
ashore threatened to shoot at them if they 


did not stop on signal. 


Bad Situation in Nebraska. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 10.—The flood situa- 
tion in Nebraska tonight is even worse than 
twenty-four hours ago. 

The center of flood along the Platte, which 
last night was at Columbus, has moved 
eastward, and today reached Fremont, the 
bottom lands for miles east and west of that 
town’ being under water. The point of great- 
est danger now is at Plattsmouth, where the 
Platte empties into the Missouri, 
stream, already high, will be given an in- 
creased and dangerous volume as the mass of 
ice and water flows into it. 

A gorge which formed at Plattsmouth this 
morning caused the Missouri to go out of its 
banks, and the crash of ice against the Bur- 
lington’s new steel bridge shook the structure 
threateningly. Workmen on the bridge at 
the time dropped their dinner buckets in 
the river and fied in terror. * 

Both the Burlington bridges at Plattsmouth 
are still in danger and are being watched 


carefully. 
Farmer Dies in Flood. . 
Omaha, Neb., March 10,—Albert Kohler, a 
young farmer, was drowned near Osmond. 
He was driving across a bridge over which 
the water was running. The §orses jumped 


off the bridge and the driver and both horses 


were drowned. 


Illinois River Is Rising. 


Peoria, III., March 10.—The Illinois river is 
rising at an alarming rate, and should the 
present rise contimue for the next twenty- 
four hours the high water mark will be beat- 
en. The approaches to the upper bridge are 
now mundated and farmers are unable to 
reach the city. Fields below the city are 
under water and much alarm is felt among 
the owners of bottom lands. 


| High Water at Cairo. 

Cairo, III., March 10.—The river at Cairo is 
rising, the gauge tonight showing a stage of 
48.4 feet. The situation below Cairo is hourly 
becoming more critical. | 


Reports from Belmont, Mo., say the entire | 


place is under water and that the situation is 
gradually becoming worse. 

The Kentucky country opposite Cairo is 
under water for several miles back, and a 
large part of the Paducah branch of the IIli- 
nois Central tracks has been washed out. 


Wabash Still Climbing. 


Evansville, Ind., March 10.—The Ohio river 
is rising slowly here and is a trifle over 42.3 
feet tonight. Steamers continue to be de- 
layed and traffic on the Ohio river is great!y 
interfered with. It is expected that most o 
the steamers will be tied up by the last of th 
week if the river continues to rise. The Wa- 
bash river is still rising. 


Great Sheet of Water. 


Princeton, Ind., March 10.—The Wabash 
river at Mount Carmel stands at 21.8 feet and 
in three hours today rose five-tenths of a foot, 
the greatest rise ever known. It only lacks 
four feet of the record. The Potaka river and 
White river are joined, which makes a solid 
sheet of water about eight miles wide. The 
people in the bottoms are taking refuge in 
Princeton and Owensville. ° The water from 
these rivers needs to rise about three feet to 
make one solid sheet of water from the 
Wabash river to Lyles. 


Threaten to Shoot Steamers. 

New Orleans, La., March 10.—The state 
engineers today addressed a communication 
to the Maritime exchange, asking that mas- 
ters of steam vessels be asked to run under 
slow bells. There have been threats to shoot 
into vessels which do not obey this request. 
Much damage is done levees at the present 
stage of the river by the swell from steamers 
running at high speed. 


Armed Men Guard Levees. 

Natchez, Miss., March 10.Every conceiv- 
able precaution is being adopted to prevent 
an attempt at cutting the levees, as those 
continuous chains of earthwork on both 
sides of the river are all that will save 
millions upon millions of dollars’ worth of 
property and untold loss ofdife and live stock. 
A constant watch is being maintained by 
determined, armed men doing patrol duty, 
and they are instructed to fire upon any per- 
son approaching the levees in a suspicious 
manner. These guards are also watching to 
detect any sloughing or seepage in the levees.

Strike of Union Drivers Results in 
Riots on the Streets in Spite of Au- 
 thorities—Nonunion Man Is Chased 
| Into a Restaurant by a Mob and Is 
Pretected by Women Employes—

‘Keep Of Wagon if He Wants Aid. 


Toledo, O. March 10.—Owing to an attack 
made on nonunion teamsters here today by 
striking teamsters the Toledo Cartage asso- 
ciation has declared its intention of asking 
Gov. Nash to send troops to Toledo to protect 
its nonunion men. Scenes of violence Have 


| been frequent on the streets since last night. 


Revolvers have been drawn and the police 
have refused to interfere. , 

Appeals have been made to both the sheriff 
and the mayor to aid in settling the team- 
sters’ strike. The contesting parties met 
tonight through their committees to attempt 
to find some pian for a peaceable conclusion 
of the trouble. 

The strikers declare that a general strike 
will be called and that no Toledo freight 
would be handled by teamsters in any part 
of the country. | 

| Attack a Drivér. 

George Higgins, a nonunion driver for the 
Morton Truck company, was attacked and 
pursued on the streets this afternoon. He 
was finaly stopped by strikers placing ob- 


‘| structions in his way. The mob swarmed to 


the sides of the truck and tried to induce the 
nonuinon man to leave his post. C. L. 
Turner, the manager of the company, says 
that one of the men started to board the 
truck, when he lifted out a truck stake and 
gaid to the fellow: 

I you try to get up here I'll brain you.” 

This started a derisive yell and Turner 
grabbed the lines. A shout went up as the 
truck broke away from the crowd, and the 
strikers chased in pursuit, followed by the 
sympathizers and others. 

In making the turn at Jefferson street to 
go up Superior the wheel of the truck caught 
in the street car tracks. Higgins. who had 
turned the lines over to Turner, was thrown 
off the wagon. By this time the crowd had 
assumed large proportions. The delay caused 
by the accident gave the following crowd a 
chance to catch up, and before Higgins had 
regained his feet they were upon him. 


Seeks Shelter in Restaurent. 

He ran and dodged into the nearest place 
of refuge, a Superior street restaurant. He 
went to the kitchen, and the strike commit- 
tees followed, accompanied by the angry 
crowd. Several grabbed hold of his arm and 
handled him so roughly that even the girls 
in the restaurant came to his assistance. 
The crowd was ordered out, but had it not 
been for the cool headedness of Sergeant 
Conway a riot might have resulted. 

Several other incipient riots started, only 
to be quelled by police. Business and pro- 
fessional men are interfering to prevent 
further trouble.

WESTERN UNION MEN CUT POSTAL 
‘WIRES FROM THEIR POLES. 


\ 


Service . of Latter Company Is Badly | 
Handicapped in Baltimore — Man- 
ager Says the Action Is an Outrage 
and There Is Talk of Damage Suits 
-Other Company} Declares Due 
Warning Was Given—Goulds Said 
© Be Forcing a Fight. 


Baltimore, Md., March 10.— [Special. The 
Western Union has declared war on the 
Postal Telegraph company in Baltimore, and 
today the linemen of the former company 
were cutting the Postal wires from Western 
Union poles in all parts of the city. The 
Postal service was soon badly crippled, par- 
ticularly in the business cénter. Benjamin 
Moore, the manager of the Postal, was taken 
by surprise, although John M. Creamer, the 
manager of the Western Union, had notified 
him yesterday to remove the wires. 


Calls Action an Outrage. 

Manager Moore declares the action of the 
Western Union an outrage. 

For years. he said, it has been the cus- 
tom of the companies to string the wires on 
each other’s poles. It is a reciprocal ar- 
rangement. We have our wires on the 
Western Union poles and they have their 
wires on our poles—that is, unless they have 
just removed them. I know their work- 
men have been unusually active in the last 
week, and it is possible they removed their 
wires preparatory to this step. The electric 
light company, the Maryland Telephone com- 
pany, and the Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone company all string their wires 
interchangeably on the poles of the other 
companies.“ 

Says Every Wire Was Cut. 

Mr. Creamer of the Western Union said 
he had notified the Postal to remove the 
wires, as they were on Western Union poles 
without permission. He continued: 

Every wire of theirs on our poles has been 
cut. I received orders to do this from my 
superior officers. We may have had wires 
on their poles, but today not one is left.“ 

Howard Bryant, counsel for the Postal, 
said the Western Union is undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for damages, just as much as if 
there had been a written agreement, and that 
there was no question about the Jaw in the 
case. In financial circles and about the 
stock exchange the opinion was expressed 
that the Goulds were forcing the fighting.

“SMOKE DISTRI | 

Ald. Moynihan suggests that there be 
“smoke districts” for the benefit of manu- 
facturing establishments which must burn 
soft coal or go out of business; and whose 
proprietors swear they cannot burn that 
kind of coal without making considerable 
smoke. The suggestion would be a more 
practical one if smoke were in the habit of 
lingering in the neighborhood where it is 
produced. Smoke will not stay in a “ smoke 
district.” It will leave the reservation with 
the first wind that comes along, and will 
wander far from its birthplace. It is com- 
paratively easy to regulate smoking in a 
private house—to forbid it in the parlor and 
the bedrooms and tolerate it in a den,“ 
but it is a different matter when the emis- 
sion of smoke - a great city in to be regy- 
lated. 

It is 3 whether the city can 
make it an offense for a factory on one side 
of a street to emit emoke, while it shall not 
be an offense for a factory on the other side 
of the street to emit smoke which the wind 
carries to all parts of Chicago. very 
manufacturer would insist on having the 
block in which his works were situated 
made a “smoke district.” If districts of 
that kind were to be established there would 
be more smoke than there is now, for the 
owners of plants would feel under no re- 
straint. They would take no precautions to 
reduce the volume of their smoke. 

Evidently the smoke district * scheme 
will not work. The council must find, if it 
can, a better method of dealing with the 
question. There is a general agreement 
that there is too much smoke, but a notable 
difference of opinion as to the chief offenders. 


The manufacturers say they make no more 


smoke than they are obliged to, but that 
locomotive engines do. Railroad managers 
say the tugs and not their engines are chiefly 
guilty. The tugmen point to the smoking 
chimneys of innumerable factories. Hach 
set of smokers accuses some other set and 
asks that it be regulated, but makes no at- 
tempt to abate the nuisance for = it is 
itself responsible.

Hunt, who dissected the feminine heart with 

g truthfulness that almost shocked her 

hearers. Mme. Hunt took no pity on the 

husbands who suffer from the effects of hash 
twice a day while the dutiful helpmeet is 
thus securing sufficient pennies to purchase 
the “creation.”” On the contrary, the 


madam urged the milliners to make their hats 


and manners so pleasing that their customers 
would prefer to go without eating than with- 
out the hat. : 

Besides urging the milliners to carry ona 
relentless conquest against the hearts of 
their customers, Mme. Hunt propounded 
many millinery theories and formulated many 
good taste prescriptions. First of all, she 
declared it to be almost an unmitigated 
shame that women have fallen into the habit 

~ ef going shopping for hats with their hair 


uncombed. 
Comb Their Hair—Smilingly. 

“This is a general practice,” she said, 
*which ought to be stopped. The best way 
to stop it is to do the combing yourself. It 
won't offend if you do it smilingly.”’ : 

Mme. Hunt is a great believer in the power 
of an entrancing smile. 

“Don't let your customers wear a long 
face,” she advised. Make them cheer up. 
Bring the dimples into their cheeks and 
then sell them anything you want to. If 
they cannot afford more than one hat a 
geason, do not sell them a hat that cannot 
be made over. Then suggest to them that 
you can make it over to suit the demands 
of the fashion of the next season. That 
will never fail to please. If your customer 
can buy two hats a season, one in the spring 
and one in the summer, do not try to sell 
ber the summer hat until the whole world 
looks gay. Her spirits will be gay then, 

_ too, and she will be more careless of her 
pocketbook.”’ 

Then Mme. Hunt enumerated more 
“don'ts and dos,“ and here are some 
of them, together with some rules intended 
to help women look pretty: 

Don’t talk midsummer hats in early sum- 


mer. 
Don't give a dotted veil to those who wear 
glasses. They can wear only invisible veils. 


Matching Hair and Hats. 


Brunettes must wear decided colors. Give 
blondes neutral and medium tints, delicate 
tones. But if she is a perfect blonde, with 
light hair and blue eyes, there is an exception 
to the rule, for this type looks pretty in a 
brildant red hat. 

If her hair is light and her eyes are brown 
she should wear only subdued colors, and if 
red, a subdued red. Never give a blonde a 
gray hat unless you give her some striking 
color with it, but it is best not to let her wear 
gray at all. 

Women who have straight eyebrows cannot 
Wear dotted veils, and neither can those 
with a large, round face. If they must wear a 
Veil let it be a transparent one. There is 
only one kind of a veil that a blonde can wear 
Decomingly, and that is black. 

Faces that are narrow between the eyes 
cannot wear cramped, narrow hats. Don’t 
give a big hat toa woman with a square face. 
Give her a hat that is raised well from the 
head behind and protrudes over the forehead 
but does not tilt downward in front. 

Don't give anything but a large, wide hat 


to a girl with a slender face. She must wear

ect. 

An extremely flat hat that sits well back 
don the hair should be worn only by the girl 
who looks two inches taller than she is. 

Old ladies, even with square faces, can 
wear their hats well tilted to the side in a 
jaunty manner. 


Blondes the Cheapest Wives. 

Mme. Hunt urged that blond women are 
the most economical wives from the view- 
point of the husband's millinery bill. 
For.“ she declared, a blonde can wear a 

black without much trouble, but H a 
runette attempts to wear anything but the 
dest biack the result will be disastrous. A 
brunette can wear only the strongest blacks. 
A pure, waxy blonde is the only type that 
can prope wear white.’’ 

Mme. Hunt urged mothers to dress their 
children in. jaunty headgear, with lively, 
flowing ribbons, and then, turning to the 
milliners themselves, urged them to impress 
on mothers the necessity of their children 
having fine Sunday hats. Jolly them into 
buying them, for the children are children 
only once, and they ought to have fine Sun- 
day hats.“

TIME IN COLLEGE CUT DOWN. 


Northwestern Makes It Easier for Stu- 
dents to Get Both Liberal and 
Professional Degrees. 


Northwestern university has cut down the 
Follege course by 10 per cent for students 
who enter one of the professional schools of 
the institution. The action was taken by the 
faculty of the college of liberal arts yester- 
day after the plan had been approved by the 
faculties of the professional schools. 

The new arrangement makes it easier for 
a student to take degrees from both the col- 
lege and professional school under the short 
term arrangement adopted in 1898. By this 
plan both the college and medical degrees, 
for each of which four years’ work is re- 
quired, can be secured by a student of both 
institutions in six years. Herétofore so 
much extra work has been required in the 
three years’ work in the college as to be 
almost prohibitive. Now, little extra work 
is required in either department. 

The:fule applies also to students who enter 
the law, dentistry, and pharmacy schools 
from the college, where they are allowed to 
cut down the two courses a year.

The car situation is reported quite as bad 
as it has been at any point up to this time, 
and little or no relief is expected before the 
opening of navigation. This event is quite 
likely to be earlier than usual, as there are 
said to be more than eighteen inches of ice 
now in the Soo, and this is so rotten that 
it is likely to break up atany time. There 
are a good many boats loaded here waiting 
to get through the Soo. The snow covering 
Has about disappeared, except a trace re- 
maining in the eastern portions of Montana, 


parts of Minnesota and the Dakotas, and a 


little in upper Michigan. Except in the 
northern parts of Minnesota and the Dako- 
tas the snow now on the ground does not 
cover the principal wheat country. 

The inspection sheet is a daily announce- 
ment that farmers are holding oats in order 
to get corn out of the way before hot weath- 
er. Oats will keep, while corn will not. 
Nearly all the oats now coming are from 
northwestern Iowa, where corn is detidedly 
scarce. A number of letters were received 
yesterday from western sections, all telling 
of enormous quantities of corn left in the 
fields and gone to waste. , 

Manitoba is offering No. 1 spring wheat, c. 
i. c., Buffalo, for shipment at the opening of 
navigation at prices 3c under Duluth. 

A summary of the conditions of foreign 
crops, as published today in Broomhall’s 
Corn Trade News: The weather during the 
last week in the united kingdom has been 
too wet, interfering with spring sowing, but 
it has now turned fine, and farming opera- 
tions are being pushed ahead rapidly. In 
France welcome rains have fallen, and as 
@ result crops are improving. Supplies on 
country markets are larger than a week ago. 
In Russia the mild weather previously re- 
ported has continued, and spring seeding 
has commenced. Before expressing a defi- 
nite opinion regarding the condition of win- 
ter crops people are waiting the commence- 
ment of growth. The crop outlook in Rou- 
mania is satisfactory. Farmers’ deliveries 
are small. In Austria-Hungary the weather 
has been mild, and crop prospects are bet- 
ter than a week ago. Bulgarian weather is 
favorable. Crops are thought to have win- 
tered well.

GRAIN STILL HELD BY FARMERS. 


Percentages in Their Hands on March 
1 This Year Larger than in 
Last Two. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—The 
March report of the statistician of the de- 
partment of agriculture shows the amount 
of wheat remaining in farmers’ hands on 
March 1 to have been about 164,000,000 bu, 
or 24.5 per cent of last year’s crop, as 
compared with 23.2 per cent of the crop of 
1901 on hand on March 1, 1902, and 24.5 per 
cent of the crop of 1900 on hand on March 1, 
1901. 

The corn in farmers’ hands is estimated at 
about 1,050,000,000 bu, or 41.6 per cent of 
last year’s crop, against 29.2 per cent of the 
crop of 1901 on hand on March 1. 1902, and

MUCH WORK TO BE DONE. 


Price of Shares Knocked Down 
Two Points in Market, but 
Close Near High Mark. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 10.—[Special.}— 
The directors of the Pennsylvania railway 
tim the annual meeting today voted to in- 
crease the capital stock of the company from 
$250,000,000 to $400,000,000. 

There was only one dissenting voice at the 
meeting, that of Thomas Spratt of Ogdens- 
burg, N. T. and he was soon converted to the 
plan. 

The proposed increase will not be decided 
upon finally until the formality of a stock 
vote has been taken upon it. This vote is 
assured, inasmuch as President A. J. Cassatt 
and hia associates in the directory hold or 
represent the requisite number of shares to 
carry the plan through. 

The announcement of the proposed increase 
had a temporary effect on the prices of the 
shares on the New York stock exchange, 
where they sold off from 144% at the opening 
down to 142%, but rallied and closed at 144, 
quarter below the opening. The total trans- 
e@ctions for the day were heavy, amounting 
to: 41,000 shares. 

. Purpose of the Increase. 

ithe purpose of the enormous increase in 
capital was explained by Vice 
Green, who said: } 

“A large amount of necessary work must 
be commenced and pushed forward to com- 
pletion within the next three years. Upon 
the main line, between New York and Pitts- 
burg, expenditures for the completing of a 
four track system, new yards, terminal fa- 
ties, and new lines, including practically 
an additional road on the eastern slope of 
the Allegheny mountains and a new road 


from Harrisburg to Philadelphia for the 


special movement of coal traffic, will aggre- 
gate nearly $70,000,000. It ie not work as to 
which we have any choice. 


Ten Million for Pittsburg... 
To relieve congestion now prevailing in the 
Pittsburg district it is proposed to build new 
fines, elevate others, and improve the con- 
nections between various divisions, and to 
largely haprove fdcilities. In this way we 
will spend $10,000,000, or about as much 
money as was originally intended to be spent 
to complete the railroad connecting between 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia. 

“ With four tracks on the Pittsburg division 
and a double tracking of the Western Penn- 
syivania railroad, you will have practically 
six tracks between Pittsburg and Johns 
town. 

“With the bullding of a new line which 
will utilize the Portage road you will have six 
tracks from the summit of the mountain 
down into Juniata valley, two of which will 
be especially used for the movement of coal, 
while a new line from a point near Harris- 
burg to Philadelphia and Delaware will give 
you an unobstructed highway for that traffic 
to tidewater. 

These improvements, together with the 
six tracking of the New York division, the 
reduction in grades, the increase of motive 
power and equipment, and the completion of 
your tunnel line into New York, and other 
work for which necessary capital must be 
furnished by you for your western lines will 
require large expenditures, but they are ex-

“While the program at present outlined

FOR A BIG BLOCK. 


Purchase for Mrs. Borland in 
‘Dearborn Street Indicates 
Building Project. 


SILVERMAN LOT SECURED. 


Other Property from Jackson 
Boulevard to Fisher Strue- 
ture to Be Added. 


The erection of a great office building at 
Jackson boulevard and Dearborn street is 
foreshadowed by à real estate transaction 
announced yesterday. 

Henry A. Blair purchased from Lazarus 
Minzesheimer the Lazarus Silverman prop- 
erty at 257-261 Dearborn street, extending 
through to Plymouth place. The congsidera- 
tion is said to approximate $385,000. Mr. 
Blair is said to represent his sister, Mrs. 
Harriet Blair Borland, a large owner of Chi- 
cago réalty. The negotiations were conduct- 
ed by Albert L. Strauss. 

Little cash entered into the transaction, as 
about $280,000 of the purchase money went to 
satisfy a mortgage held against the property 
by Cyrus McCormick, while a large part of 
the remainder of the purchase price consisted 
of two south side and one west side apart- 
ment house, said to have been valued at 
about $90,000 in the transaction, They are 


the four story and basement building known | 


as the Delavan, at the southeast corner of 
Vincennes avenue and Forty-fifth street, 
with 89x137 feet of ground; the three story 
store and flat building at 2841-2843 Wallace 
street, with 50x115 feet of ground: and the 
three story flat building at 264 Colorado ave- 
nue, with 256x125 feet of ground. 


Valuation of $5,099 a Front Foot. 


The Silverman property has a frontage of 
75% feet on Dearborn street and Plymouth 
place and a depth of 70 feet. The ground 
is improved with a three story brick building, 
which was considered of no value in the 
transaction. On the basis of $885,000 the 
ground is given a value of $5,009 a front foot 
and $72.84 a square foot. The board of re- 
view in 1002 valued the property at $349,860. 

The property was purchased by Mr. Silver- 
man in 1854 for $9,000 and has been held by 
his family until early this year. It has been 
the subject of frequent negotiations, and 
considerable litigation as the result of Mr. 
Silverman's business reverses a few years 
ago. 

Former Negotiations Unsuccessful. 

In connection with several contiguous 


holdings it has been regarded as offering 


an especially fine site for a great office build- 
ing, and several negotiations have been un- 
dertaken with this end in view. It has here- 
tofore been impossible, however, to recon- 

cile the different property interests, but 
it is uriderstood that Mrs. Borland’s pur- 
chase will secure this end. 

It ie said that a plan is under considera- 
tion looking to securing a long term lease 
of these several properties upon which to 
erect a sixteen or eighteen story building 
extending from Jackson boulevard to the 
Fisher building. 

These properties comprise 49.6 feet at the 
corner of Jackson boulevard owned by F. R. 
Otis; 49.6 feet, adjoining on the south, owned 
by C. C. Heisem; the 75% feet just purchased 
by Mrs. Borland; 49.6 feet, adjoining on the 
south of this, owned by Mrs. Bailey.

REALTY MEASURE COMES UP. 


Torrens Amendment Waits for a Day, 
but Assembly Has Corporate 
Ownership Act. 


The bill embodying the amendment to the 
Torrens law did not come up before the gen- 
eral assembly yesterday, action being post- 
poned until today, but another measure of 
much importance to realty interests did 
come up. This was the proposed change in 
the law so as to permit of the corporate 
ownership and handling of real estate. The 
bill as presented contained the several re- 
strictions approved by the Chicago real es- 
tate board, but it was not introduced as a 
board measure owing to differences of opin- 
ion in the board. 

While it is thought that the bill will encoun- 
ter considerable opposition, it is the belief of 
its promoters that restrictions which have 
been embodied in it will generally disarm 
criticism. One in particular is that prohib- 
iting corporations from acquiring agricul- 
tural lands, which was the principal cause 
of the enactment of the present law. 

The bill also prohibits corporations from 
doing a general brokerage business, and re- 
quires them to state in their application fora 
charter what particular piece or pieces of 
land it is proposed to acquire. Their cap- 
italization is also restricted to $5,000,000. 

Two numerously signed petitions were re- 
ceived by the Torrens committee yesterday 
from property owners who favor the pro- 
posed amendment. The signers were mostly 
Scandinavian property owners, who, hav- 
ing knowledge of the success of the Torrens 
system in their native countries, are anx- 
ious to broaden its operations here. 


SWINDLED BY STOLEN DRAFT. 


Lawler Brothers Give Cattle and Cash to 
Man Who Poses as a Live 
Stock Buyer. 


By cashing a draft for $8,200, which had 


been stolen in transit,the firm of LawlerBros., |

STRIKE IN COFFIN PLANTS 


TRIMMERS GO OUT AND OTHER 
TRADES MAY JOIN. 


Already Some of the Factories Are 
Closed, the Prospect Being for More 
Trouble Unless the Demands of the 
Workmen Are Granted—Want In- 
creased Pay and Shorter Hours— 
Wages Advanced in Stockyards. 


Caskets went untrimmed, hurry orders 
were refused, and undertakers in all sections 
of the city became alarmed yesterday when 
the cloth casket trimmers’ union opened a 
strike on the manufacturers. 

The fight is directed particularly at the 
“coffin trust.“ 
early in the morning and by noon some of the 
factories had closed down. At night the 
other coffim trades signified their intention 
of joining the fight today. 

The casket trimmers declare they are 
skilled workmen and should be treated as 
such. They assert that their work is not 
of the most cheerful variety and object to 
being called out of bed at 2 a. m. totrima 
„ rush order.“ They want a financial re- 
muneration for the disagreeable features of 
their labor, and place it at a 10 per cent in- 
crease, with a nine hour day. At present 
they average $2.25 a day.

The casket tummelt organized a union 
two months ago, and soon all but five of the 
trimmers were enlisted. A new working and 
wage schedule was then adopted and sub- 
mitted to the companies. 

The companies paid no attention to the 
schedules, and the union gave them seven- 
teen days in which to make answer. They. 
offered to submit the matter to arbitration, 
but got no satisfaction, hence the strike, in 
which the woodworkers, the engineers, the 
firemen, and the metal polishers have been 
asked to join. The other unions refused to 
go out at once, but each framed up an indi- 
vidual agreement and submitted to. Should 
these not be signed a general strike will be 
called. The teamsters also may take part. 


Battle of Hodcarriers. 


After over a year of peace and quiet hod- 
carriers’ hall took on a warlike aspect yes- 
terday. The stairway leading to the hall 
at 124 Clark street was crowded with labor- 
ers, while on one of the landings two of the 
„ hods ’’ fought out a family quarrel. They 
were locked in each other’s arms, wrestling, 
kicking, and pounding until Michael Walsh 
received a blow in the jaw that put him 
„ out.“ Walsh's antagonist was his brother- 
in-law, John Kelly. Kelly rushed down the 
stairs and disappeared, while Walsh lay un- 
attended on the floor for some time, when 
a friend called the police. Walsh was taken 
to the county hospital, where he was said 
to be badly hurt. Kelly was not arrested, 
but the police are looking for him. He be- 
longs to the Kelly triplets,“ three hodcar- 
riers who are well known in labor circles. 


Increase at Stockyards. 

The steamfitters’ helpers in the Union 
stockyards have been granted a wage in- 
crease of 26 cents a day. The new rate is 
20 to 22% cents an hour for a fifty-four hour 
week. The union asserted that eight of its 
members had been discharged for joining the 
union and they were reinstated. 


Gains for Hammond Workers. 


The beef luggers at the G. H. Hammond 
company’s plant at Hammond, Ind., were 
granted $17 a week yesterday by the firm. 
This is for a fifty-four hour week, and all 
overtime is to be paid for at the rate of 30 

cents an hour. The beet ribbers were given 
a scale of $15 a week for fifty-four hours, 
and all overtime is to be paid for at the rate 
of 25 cents an hour,

Counsel for Railroad Company will 
File Objections and Counter Affida- 
vits on Saturday Morning—Claim 
They Will Support the Declarations 
in the Original Bill — Court 8 
nounces It Will Read Answer sel 
Miners Before Case Comes Up.

Array of Legal Talent. 

Each side in the great local controversy 
was well represented legally. With Col. 
Wells H. Blodgett, general solicitor of the 
Wabash, were H. H. Travous and A. L. 
Smith and Judge H. S. Priest. The Brother- 
hoods of Firemen and Trainmen were rep- 
resented by T. W. Irwin of Peoria, B. Jay 
Pinney of Cleveland, C. H. Murphy of Den- 
ver, chief counsel of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, and F. N. Judson of 
St. Louis. Mr. Judson, who had been en- 
gaged as associate counsel, introduced 
Messrs. Irwin, Pinney, and Murphy to the 
court before the proceedings opened. 

Col. Blodgett, on behalf of the Wab 
asked that the court set March 17 as 0 
date on Which to hear arguments on the 
motion for the dissolution of the injunction. 
Thie date having been agreed to by. the 
counsel for both sides in the controversy, 
Judge Adams announced his acquiescence. 


File Exceptions on Saturday. 


Judge Adams stated he wished to give each 
side all the time necessary to thoroughly 
prepare for the hearing and asked to have 
any exceptions or affidavits filed as early as 
possibile before that date. The court set 10 
o'clock on Saturday next as the time before 


‘which these affidavits might be filed. This, 


he said, would give the defense ample time 
for their consideration. 

In order to hasten the proceedings Judge 
Adams announced that he would in the 
meantime carefully peruse the answer filed 
on Monday by the defense, so that no time 
would be taken up in court next Tuesday 
by its reading. This document contains 
nearly 20,000 words and would consume al- 
most the entire court day if read.
